PARIS, Tex., April 15.—War in all of 


its hideousness lias broken loose in the 
eastern portion of the Choetaw nation. 
Ever since the Jones-Locke war of two 
years ago, the deadliest of enmity has 
prevailed between parties of different 
political belief. News travels by slow 
stages in that isolated section, and it 
was only a couple of weeks apo that 
the fullblooded Choctaws, who can 
not speak English, learned of the 
troubles that existed between Gov. 
Jones and Dick Locke. 


Last Monday Arnold Islitche was 


shot down by some unknown party in 
his own yard. He had always been an 
avowed friend of Gov. Jones, and was 
a man of great influence in his com- 
munity. 
His assassination aroused 


the whole community, and the Cooper 
boys, who had always been warm 
friends of Locke, were suspected of 
the crime. 
Day before yesterday Solomon Lon- 


akcr, Simpson Lonaker and three of 
their friends laid in wait two miles 
north of Eagleton, in the Choctaw na- 
tion, for the Coopers, who were plant- 
ing a crop. As the Coopers came lip 
the Lonakers opened fire from ambush 
with Winchesters. Their fire was re- 
turned. There were five men in each 
party, and for thirty minutes a deadly 
fusilade prevailed. 


The results were not known until 


yesterday moruing when Gov. Gardner 
of the Choctaw nation chanced to pass 
the place and found Solomon Lonalcer, 
Simpson Lonaker, Cornelius Cooper 
and Torn Forbes dead in the road 
within a few feet of each other, with 
Winchesters in their hands. Near his 
dead brother lay William Cooper, shot 
in a dozen places, but still alive and 
conscious. He gave Gov. Gardner a 
detailed statement of the whole affair. 
His statement cannot be had now, but 
enough is known to show that the 
Lonakers were instigated to do the 
bloody work by the liberal use of 
money given by political friends. 


The Coopers were very popular and 


their friends are furious over the af- 
fair and are on the war-path swearing 
vengeance against the Lonakers and 
all their friends. 


News of a frightful massacre may 


come at any moment. Gov. Gardner 
vvas here yesterday, and while deplor- 
ing the situation, was powerless to do 
anything. 
The federal authorities 


could give no relief as the parties were 
Indian citizens and had violated no 
federal laws.

EXCEEDED THEIR ORDERS 


And Encountered » Larcer Force Than 


They Eiyected— The Losses. 


CALCUTTA, April 15.— The following 


news of the Chitral campaign was sent 
from Sir Robert Low's headquarters 
yesterday: A corps of guides under 
Col. Battye were instructed to destroy 
the villages in the hills, from which 
a 
persistent 
fire 
was 
dropped 


into camp. The guards advanced fur- 
ther than Sir Robert had intended. 
They discovered two large bodies of 
the enemy approaching and signalled 
to that effect. Sir Robert signalled 
back that the guides should retire at 
once. This the guides did, dealing a 
steady fire at the enemy. The natives 
were held in check and apparently 
suffered heavy losses. 
Just as the movement of the guides' 


corps was completed Col. Battye fell 
mortally wounded. He died a few 
minutes later. The British lost three 
others killed and two officers and sev- 
enteen privates wounded. The British 
had no idea that so large a force of the 
enemy was in the immediate neighbor- 
hood. Nevertheless, their loss would 
not have been so heavy had the com- 
mander's instructions been understood 
and obeyed. Further fighting in the 
near future was regarded as likely 
•when the last dispatches left the camp.

Medical Student Suspected of 


the Double Murder. 


A Horrible Discovery, 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 14.—Shortly 


before noon yesterday the mutilated 
body of Minnie Williams, a young 
domestic, was found in the study of 
Ecv. Dr. Gibson, pastor of theEmanuel 
Baptist church. The body had been 
terribly cut, the instrument of death 
being a broken case knife which was 
found in the room. The discovery was 
made by several young- ladies who had 
come to decorate the church for Easter 
services. Pieces of the girl's clothing 
had been crammed into her mouth, 
showing that the murderer tried to 
stifle tho cries of his victim, whom he 
first outraged and then hacked to 
deuth. The police, as yet, have no 
clew. 


A Second Murder to Still Evidence of the 


First. 


SAN FBAXCISCO, April 15.—Another 


horrible discovery was made yesterday 
morning in a small room in the steeple 
of the Emanuel Baptist church, where 
the mutilated remains of young- Min- 
nie Williams were found Saturday. 
The church had been desecrated by a 
second murder, the victim being an- 
other young girl, Blanch Lamont, who 
has been missing- since the 3d inst. 
She had been strangled to death, her 
clothes had been torn from her person 
and her body was almost nude when 
discovered. Uer shoes and stockings 
were missing. Imprints of finger nails 
were plainly visible on the murdered 
girl's throat, but there was no indica- 
tion of further violence. 


Shortly after the awful discovery 


was made Dr. George W. Gibson, pas- 
tor of the church, was taken into cus- 
tody by the police. No charge was 
placed against him, but he will be 
held until the mystery is fully cleared. 


Miss Lamont was last seefi alive in 


the company of Theodore Durant, a 
young medical student, and assistant 
superintendent of the Sunday-school 
connected with the defiled place of 
worship. Durant, who is said to have 
been engaged to be married to Miss 
Lamont, is suspected of having taken 
the life of the Williams girl, who is 
known to have been a warm friend of 
Miss Lamont. They were members of 
the church, which they frequently at- 
tended together, and belonged to the 
same Sunday-school class. 


Since the disappearance of Blanche, 


Miss Williams often said that she 
knew that her companion had met with 
foul play. This startling statement 
reached the ears of several members 
of the church, and the girl was asked 
for an explanation, but she positively 
declined to reveal the nature of her 
information, and the matter was 
dropped. 


The police are now inclined to think 


that Durant, knowing- that Miss Wil- 
liams was in possession of sufficient 
evidence to cover his guilt in connec- 
tion with the disappearance of Miss 
Lamont, concluded to decoy her into 
the church and silence her forever. 
The police argue that Durant had 
heard the statement of the Williams 
girl and momentarily feared exposure. 
As she continued to declare that her 
friend had been murdered, Durant 
concluded to kill her. 


One of the most damaging witnesses 


against the young medical student is 
Charles Hills, who resides across the 
street 
from 
the 
Emannel Baptist 


church. Shortly after 3 o'clock Fri- 
day night he saw a man and woman 
standing near the street corner. They 
chatted together for some time, and 
finally started up the street toward 
the church. When the church was 
reached the man caught the ^girl 
by 
the arm, and 
half 
dragged 


her to the gate 
leading- to the 


pastor's study. After a few minutes 
conversation the couple passed through 
the garden and finally entered the 
church throug-h a side door. Hills is 
positive that the man opened the door 
with a key and was apparently thor- 
oughly familiar with the premises. 
Suspecting that something was wrong 
he waited outside for a few minutes, 
but hearing no outcry concluded that 
the couple were members of the church 
and went to his home. 


The description of the man who ac- 


companied the girl tallies with that 
of Durant. Thorough search is now 
being made for Durant and it is ex- 
pected he will be arrested to-night. 


Rev. J. George Gibson made a satis- 


factory explanation to the chief of po- 
lice as" to his movements since last Fri- 
day, and was allowed to depart. 


Theodore Durant was arrested at 


Walnut Creek, thirty-five miles from 
this city.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR AT CHURCH. 


The members of Beaumanoir Com- 


mandery No. 9, Knight8 Templar, in 
uniform, attended Easter services at 
Grace M. E. church Sunday forenoon. 
The church was crowded to the doors. 
Rev. R. G. Hobbs, the pastor, delivered 
the sermon, part of which is given below: 


I am come that they might have life, nrid that 
they might have It more abundantly.—John x, la. 


This day means so much to the world 


that too much emphasis cannot be laid 
upon it. 
It is not surprising that 


Knights Templar make much of Eas- 
ter Sunday. With them it is the pearl of 
days. It may occur to some one to ask 
why. 
The answer involves the history 


of the order. 


In this day and land we can scarcely 


comprehend the passionate interest of 
eleventh century Christians in the sacred 
places of the Holy Land. To visit the 
Lord's land, and kiss the dust that had 
been pressed by His busy feet, was the 
dream of rich and poor alike. The spec- 
tacle of such pious devotion impressed 
even the Moslem heart, and the caliph 
admittted the pilgrims to the sacred 
places. But aoon fierce tribes poured in 
upon Jerusalem and the Christians could 
no longer visit the city. A tremor of 
fury ran through Europe. That the un- 
godly and the infidel should hold pos- 
session of the Lord's sepulcher roused 
the sleeping energies of Christendom. 
The people heard the impassioned ap- 
peals of the strange man, Peter, the 
Hermit, as he hurried to and fro stirring 
up their zeal. Led by this warrior priest 
they started for Palestine to conquer 
the fierce Mohammedan, but were them- 
selves conquered, tirst by storms and 
famine, and then by the Sultun Suly- 
man. 
Four times a splendid army 


marched to Palestine, sometimes starv- 
ing, sometimes cut down by pestilence, 
sometimes swept away by the sword, 
but at last gaining a victory and placing 
a Christian king on the throne of Jeru- 
salem. 


Nor was the work yet done. The way 


from the sea to Jerusalem was iufesteJ 
with Saracen robbers. 
The pilgrims, 


bringing with them rich offerings for the 
sacred shrines, fell an easy prey to these 
fierce robbers. 


Then was born the brilliant order 


here represented today, the order of 
Knights Templar. Two French war- 
riors of noble blood, Hugh de Payens 
and Godfrey of St. Omer, with seven 
others equally brave, banded them- 
selves together to protect the pilgrims. 
It was a fine enthusiasm which thus 
manifested itself among these youth- 
ful warriors. 
It 
was their way of 


showing their devotion to Jesus Christ. 
To 
defend 
and succor 
those who 


journeyed to Jerusalem to worship in 
the holy places was with them 
to 


dedicate their swords and lives to Him 
who died upon the cross, was buried in 
the stony sepulcher and rose again from 
the dead. 
Their enthusiasm in the 


cause of humanity was 
contagious. 


Many came from Europe to join them 
in their self-imposed task of aiding the 
defenseless. Never were swords drawn 
more unselfishly. The king gave them 
quarters in the palace which was built 
on the aite of Solomon's temple, and so 
they took the name Knights of the 
Temple—or Templars. 
At first they 


were an unorganized band, but 
at 


length grew into a mighty army, whose 
valor was consecrated to the church, 
and whose fidelity to the Christ made 
martyrs and heroes of them. 
It seems to 
mt> that on this day, 


when, as an order, we celebrate the 
resurrection of Him who forever more 
is the Prince of Life, we do well to re- 
call the origin of this illustrious band 
of brothers. Knight Templary draws 
its inspiration from the open sepulchor. 
It was the object of the founders of our 
order to guard the way which led to 
the open tomb—that place where Jesus 
first made our humanity triumphant 
over death. It is the object of this 
sword-bearing knighthood to-day to fight 
down the foes of human kind and bring 
men to a free enjoyment of the larger 
life which the Master designed we should 
have. Your life must bo given to its 
utter overthrow if you would be true 
brothers and worthy successors of the 
brave Hugh and valiant Godfrey, who 
in the far days of early chivalry wrought 
so nobly as the soldiers of the cross. 


Larger life and evermore larger life 


for men is the central purpose of Jesus' 
mission to the world. Wherever Jesus 
has touched human life Ho has caused 
it to blossom into beauty and nobility. 
Men have ceased from their 
bitter 


hatreds as they have yielded their hearts 
to His service. 


Life, apart from knowledge of Jesus 


Christ, is a poor thing for men. When 
sin had put a barrier between God and 
man, men lived mean lives. Their 
homes were liuts. Their ambitions 
were but little raised above the savage 
instincts of the brutes. Their only law 
was the law of rude force. They lived 
in constant strife. Men might be ig- 
norant of all gentle arts, but must be 
skillful to construct the implements of 
war. 
They lived with scarcely any 


aspiration beyond the next meal of half- 
cooked food. When they became less 
savage they were not leas selfish. Their 
cruelties were more refined but not less 
torturing. The oppression and Buffer- 
ing of men in the Persian and Roman 
empires were ae great as when men 
liTed in ruder ways. With slaves and 


the poor, life was one long agony. No 
class waa free from fear. 
I came, Jesus says, that they might 


have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly. The purpose has not 
been without its fruit. Wherever Christ 
has touched the life of these centuries it 
has been to quicken its movement and 
increase its force. And where has He 
not laid Hie awakening hand? Art has 
felt the power of that touch. The gal- 
leries of the old world are ablaze with a 
glory of color. As I 
have walked 


through the corridors of those splendid 
palaces of art and looked upon the mar- 
velous works of genius—genius which 
has been employed to set forth the per- 
son of Him who rises the chief figure of 
all time—to depict the pathetic face of 
her who bowed in love and wonder 
above the cradle of the infant Christ, 
the gentle mother of our Lord, the 
genius which has set forth so vividly the 
scenes of holy writ—I have thought I 
could guess why those great artibts are 
called the masters. No others have rivaled 
them because no others have so drawn 
their inspiration from the Lord of life. 
They saw Him who is invisible. 


Architecture owes its finer monu- 


ments to the Christian religion. Tha 
cathedral at Milan is a dream in marble. 
Westminister Abbey sis a poem in stone. 
St.»Petor's at Kome is a great stone 
prayer. It has been thought by some 
that the splendid temple which crowned 
the Acropolis in Athens was the finest 
structure of all time. But what was tbat 
Parthenon save a plagiarism from Solo- 
mon's temple? The best things in the 
Grecian structure were copied from the 
matchless temple on Mt. Zion, and 
where did the plan for that com© from 
but from the Lord of heaven, who rose 
victorious on Easter morning? Sweep 
away all structures which are upon the 
earth because Christianity is here and it 
may be doubted whether you would 
have anything left but the dugout or 
the mud and stick hovels of the savages. 


Music has been made richer by this 


Master of life. There is no finer music 
than that of the oratorios produced by 
men who swept the chords of melody 
under the inspiration of the bible unless 
it be Christ's people blending thousands 
of voices in such tunes as Martya and 
Coronation until one dreams of the 
heavenly choirs and melodies. 


Literature is richer because of Jesus' 


influences. His words have been like 
seeds—for each word a good book has 
grown to bless the world. 


In government ece what Christ has 


done for the people. To-day govern- 
ment is not for the few, but for the 
many. That is because Jesus reached 
down by His teachings and took a man 
whowaslow-bornand set him beside the 
king and said to them, "Ye be brethren." 


Christ's resurrection meant new life 


to all holy causes. He is on the side 
of human progress. His resurrection 
means human victory over greatest foe, 
death. To have death conquered is to 
have the whole aspect of life nobly 
changed. To lift the curtain or rend the 
veil of death before a man is to change 
him, in his own consciousness, from a 
worm into an immortal. 


He lives a large, wide life. 
The 


truth has made him free. 
He has come 


to possess hie as Christ meant men 
should. 


On^e two women went into a garden 


with broken hearts. 
They had walked 


through a sleeping city to reach the 
place. The morning was just beginning 
to break. They were hurrying to the 
grave of the best friend they had ever 
had. As they came to the tomb and 
stood before it they saw a miracle. The 
stone which blocked its entrance, too 
heavy for them to move, bad been rolled 
aside, and upon it sat an angel announc- 
ing to them the ressurrection of their 
friend, the world's redeemer, the now 
triumphant Christ.

Only those who should 
lie in the darkness of the tomb, and then 
break from its thralldom, would be able 
to celebrate the might of him through 
whose power their victory would be won. 
The song is not yet sung. It awaits the 
gathering of the singers. When Christ's 
resurrection has borne its fruit in the 
resurrection of all his people, the time 
will have come for the mighty chorus. 
It will roll in thunderous volume under 
the arches of heaven, and the words of 
the song will be these: "Blessing, and 
honor, and glory, and power be unto him 
that sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb forever and ever."

He should 
make his people feel that he is their 
friend and brother, and tbat their sor- 
rows and cares, secrets and anxieties are 
as sacred to him as his own. To a great 
extent he should make them feel that 
he is one of their household.

inff. He is the author of several 
works on Cuba and is an intense pa 
triot. He was compelled to come here 
or suffer Spanish tyranny. He feels 
confident that the Cubans will triumph 
if their leaders remain firm. He says 
the troops in Havana are dying by 
hundreds, and those in the mountains 
are dying- and deserting. The outlook 
is very brufht for Cuban success, he 
,thinks. 


A letter was received here from Ila- 


T*na to-day sayinjr that a Spanish offi- 
cer riding on a train with some ladies 
began to take liberties with them. On 
tlie same car was a duelist by the name 
of Uendieta, who, when he saw what 
was being done, drew his revolver and 
killed the officer. He then left the 
Vain. 


Mannel Sanguilly arrived from Cuba 
last evening. He is the brother of 
Julio Sanpuilly, now confined in Cab 
Moro, charged with treason. 


He says that the report of Gomez's 


death is mot true. The Spanish gov- 
ernment, he says, is conciliatory in 
spirit, but the Cubans do not meet any 
advances for peace under Spanish 
domination.

come, but the persons and corporations 
receiving said interest or rents shall in 
elude in their returns, as receipts, the 
full amount thereof received or ai trued 
within the year for which the return is 
made, and shall deduct the same as not 
subject to taxation. 
The amounts actually paid for ta\t'S 


insurance and repairs on real estate, 
may be deducted from incomes hereto 
fore provided for by the laws aocl regu- 
lations. 
All persons and corporations that have 


heretofore rendered income tax returns 
for tho year 1894, to a collector or 
deputy collector, including therein in 
terest received from state, county and 
municipal bonds, or from rents from 
real estate, may have the amount of "-a"' 
interest and rents deducted from their 
incomes, by duly making an afiidavit 
and delivering the same to the ccnii-i tor 
or deputy collector to whom the origini 
return was rendered.
